Homestead Rules 
To Be Enforced 
More Rigidly Now 

As a result of representations made 
to the minister of the interior by E. 
G. Hingley and W. J. Jackman, sec¬ 
retaries of the Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta Union of Municipal associa¬ 
tions, important changes are being 
made at once involving immediate ac 
tion by the department as follows 

Notifying all occupants of crown 
lands held under homestead entry for 
five years or more that if patent is 
not applied for within a specified time 
the entry will be cancelled. 

More rigidly enforcingfi the regula- 
homestead and pre-emption, so that 
the occupant will De compelled tto 
complete his duties within the speci¬ 
fied time or lose his land. 

Investigation of all school land con¬ 
tracts and if it found that the pay¬ 
ments are in arrears the contract will 
be cancelled unless payment forth¬ 
with.

For Stock¬ 
ers however it is much better than 
wheat and in some sections, fall Rye 
has been pastured os soon as it comes 
through in the spring ana not allowed 
to head out. If the cattle cannot 
keep it down sufficiently to prevent 
heading the mower the mower is then 
run over it and it is then used as hay. 
By this means Fall Rye has shown 
good results for two or three seasons 
as asture. Taking everything into 
consideration, I consider Rye straw is 
much better straw for feeding stock 
than wheat straw—resists drought 
better and is apparently found more 
appetizing by the stack.

FOUR HOUR BREAD AND BUNS 

2 quart of water 
1 Royal yeast cake. 

1-4 cup of sugar 

Preparation: _ 

Drain water from poatoes at noor* 
let cool until lukewarm, add sugar 
and yeast cake, keep warm in afterp : 
noon. Next morning warm and add 
two tablespoons of salt, and enough 
flour to make a paste just stiff enough 
not to stick to hands or moulding 
board, knead a few minutes on board, 
let rise in a greased pan until 21-2 
times its size,put in pans and let rise 
in pans 2 1-2 times its size and bake 
in a moderate oven. 

Bread is improved by kneading 
don once or twice before putting in 
pans. If double or three times the 
amount of bread is required, keep po¬ 
tato water for two days or use two 
potatoes mashed to each quart of plain 
water added, and use two yeast cakes 
for large baking.
